Redistricting 
Costs Noted 


West End county Supervisor 
Ruben S, Ayala has pleaded with 
the state Supreme Court’s Spec- 
ial Masters on Reapportionment 
not to split up San Bernardino 
County into small fractions, cau- 
sing high election costs, 

Ayala told the three-member 
panel last week that the situa- 
tion is already complex enough 
without the addition of legisla- 
tive boundaries which are not 
coterminous with each other or 
other existing boundaries, 

In addition to the five super- 
visorial districts, the county has 
*‘133 special districts, 20 judi- 
cial districts, 14 unified school 
districts, three high school dis~ 
tricts, seven community college 
districts and 14 incorporated cl- 
ties requiring 120 elections each 
year, Or, on the average, about 
one every three days, he said, 

“San Bernardino County is now 
entitled to 1,46 congressional 
districts, 1.36 senatorial dis- 
tricts and 2,73 assembly dis- 
tricts,’’ Ayala said, 

“And although this necessie 
tates the sharing of district rep- 
resentation between adjacent 
counties, we definitely must avoid 
the splitting up of what is ale 
ready a fraction of a district into 
bits and pieces of districts in- 
volving several other counties,”’ 


The Chino area supervisor told 
the panel that the overlapping 
boundaries create numerous bal- 
lot combinations that Cause un- 
reasonable ballot printing ex- 
pense to the county. 

In one instance, he said, a 
special ballot had to be made up 
for one voter at a cost of $75,

Man with nature--not man 
against nature. According to hik- 
ing expert Don Douglass of Clare- 
mont, this is the philosophy of 
hikers today. 

“Ir used to be considered a 
great challenge for man to hike 
into the rugged wilderness and 
conquer nature with brute force,” 
said Douglass, president of Wil- 
derness Group Inc. which owns 
the Backpacker Shop in Clare- 
mont. 

Douglass told how men 
to chop down trees to build she 
ters and would carry heavy 60 
80 pound backpacks into the 
mountains filled with articles 
considered necessary for sure 
vival. “‘When I lead hiking trips 
I stress the harmony with na- 
ture philosophy of the Indians 
and demand that hikers ‘leave 
no trace’ behind when they exit 
from a place of natural beauty,”’ 
he said, 

Douglass stressed the value 
in backpacking expeditions which 
prove that people can live very 
simply and with a minimal ime 
pact on the environment. Be- 
cause of the current emphasis 
on ecology and preservation of 
natural resources coupled with 
the significant advances in hiking 
equipment, many more people of 
all ages seem to be taking upthe 
sport of backpacking. 

Douglass and the other 28 fam- 
ilies in the corporation are firm 
believers that the backpacking 
sport is just beginning to catch 
on in a very big way andthey feel 
certain it will boom as large as 
the skiing fever and bicycling 
craze did. 

“The sport is in transition,”” 
said Douglass, He pointed out that 
there are now 10 consumer mag- 
azines which have just come out 
about the backpacking and moun- 
tain climbing sport. There are 
scads and scads of hardback 





books available which aid the be- 
ginning backpacker. A number of 
volumes describe specific trails 
and wilderness areas in exacting 
detail. 

Douglass, formerly an aero- 
space engineer, wrote his Mas-

ters thesis at Claremont Grad- 
uate School on a “‘Study of the 
Market for WilderneSs Recrea- 
tion’: in 1969, From his discov- 
eries he convinced other engin- 
eers to join him and form a core 
poration which would oversee the 
manufactuping of a new, lighter 
type of backpack, These en 
gineers patented the “‘Alpenlite”’ 
backpack which has a unique al- 
uminum frame and is madeup 
of guality coated nylen material. 

““Alpenlite is an advance in 
backpacking design because 
weight is put directly on the hips 
and legs instead of the old way 
of placing most weight on the 
shoulders,’” Douglass pointed 
out. According to Douglass this 
weight shift makes hiking agreat 
deal more comfortable than it 
used to be, 

he Wilderness Group started 
a Backpacker Shop in Upland in 
70 and a year later opened the 
shop on Foothill Blvd, in Clare- 
mont and later additional shops 
opened in Pasadena and Santa 
Ana, Douglass said they’ve ship- 
ped out well over 10,000 Alpen= 
lite backpacks all over the world 
since the manufacturing plant op- 
ened in Claremont in 1971. 

A recent article in “‘Backpack- 
er’’ magazine of New York City 
said Alpenlite tied for first place 
with another brand of backpack in 
quality when rated with 15 other 
styles, 

“Southern California is a ma- 
jor backpacking center in the 
world,’’ said Douglass. He sited 
three major reasons for this fact: 

--Location close to many beau- 
tiful, primitive areas, 

--Large concentration of well- 
to-do people with leisure time 
who want to escape city pollu- 
tion, 

-- Many improvements in 
mountaineering equipment in the 
last 10 years -=- light weight alu- 
minum and coated nylon fabrics 
are spin-offs from the aerospace 
industry in California, 

Douglass said 

the Sierra 
. Clubs | started 
“ - training pro- 
grams in basic 
m ountaineer- 
ing 15 years 
ago and now 
there are about 


2,000 gradu- 
ates per year 
from the eight 


week training 
program in the 
Los Angeles 
area, He feels

He feels the biggest reason 
people hike is to escape civili- 
zation, ‘“There’s a great need 
for people to quietly commune 
with nature,”” Douglass said, 
Backpacking is the “‘in’’ sport 
with intellectual types who ap- 
preciate wilderness aestehtics 
according to Douglass, 

“The incomes of backpackers 
are usually either more than 
$15,000 a year or under $5,000 
per year -- there’s no middle 
class’ he said, Whereas it was 
extremely rare to see women 
backpacking 15 years ago, it’s 
widely accepted by the female sex 
today. “Gals easily identify with 
the main reasons for hiking,’’ 
Douglass said, Many nature lo- 
vers have recently been attracted 
to the sport as a good way to ob- 
tain unusual nature photographs. 
“Nearly every backpacker has a 
flashy Camera around his neck,” 
Douglass said, 

Douglass showed some im- 
pressive photographs taken re - 
cently on a 10-day hiking expe- 
dition which he led with his ad- 
vanced hiking group to Picacho 
del Diablo--" Peek of the Devil’’ 
in Baja, “‘We continually offer 
courses in backpacking at dif- 
ferent levels at the shops,’” Doug= 
lass said, 

Currently the Claremont shop 
is holding classes in rock climb= 
ing. The techniques of rock 
climbing are taught with empha- 
sis on safety. Instructors take 
small classes to local climbing 
areas and demonstrate various 
techniques, Courses for the be- 
ginning backpacker are held dur- 
ing the year--these include such 


topics as; what is backpacking, 
where to go, hew to backpack, 
why people backpack and the re- 
sponsibility of the backpacker, 

A highlight of every January 
is the snow survival course of- 
fered by Backpacker shops, For 
the past two winters Douglass’ 
advanced classes have built ice 
igloos and stayed On top of Mount 
Baldy in winter, He said the top 
of the mountain has true Arctic 
conditions with extremely high 
winds and cold temperatures in 
January. ‘“‘Igloos made from 
blocks of ice are warmer than 
tents,”’ Douglass claimed, 

Douglass said that in true wil+ 
derness areas man loses his nore 
mal survival instincts, Two 
things happen to most people ina 
true wilderness environment, he 
said; 

--They get into serious trou- 
ble. 

~-Fear takes over 
strange environment, 

He feels strongly about in- 
structing backpackers in tech-= 
niques of survival awareness be- 
fore they attempt rigorous expe} 
ditions, “Really anybody can 
learn to hike,’” said Douglass, 
“*We teach the importance of phy= 
sical conditioning and the impor- 
tance of using proper hiking tech= 
niques and breathing exercises,” 

Most experienced hikers 
stress the importance of pre- 
backpacking conditioning, bxere 
cise programs and short day 
hikes are considered excellent 
preparation for longer trips, 

Backpacks are available in 
many different sizes, weights and 
qualities, Douglass encourages 
everyone to try the popular new 
sport and to more fully respect 
and appreciate nature in its un- 
spoiled state,
